A motion for a new trial in the 


case o f the State against William 


Hopkins of Center township, who on 


Thursday night. December 
5, 
was 


found guilty by a jury in the cir­ 
cuit court o f shooting Lee Somer>, a 
neighbor, with intent to kill and w a s 
-*entenced to a prison term o f two to 
fourteen years, w as filed in court to ­ 
day and argued before Judge Blair. 
Along with the motion were four 
petitions, signed by at least a hun­ 
dred and fifty or two hundred resi­ 
dents o f Knightstown, Carthage and 
the defendant’s neighborhood, which 
asked for the clem ency o f the court, 
the petitions cite that on account of 
the age and physical 
condition 
o f 
Hopkins he may die in prison, that he 
has already suffered much humilia­ 
tion from the prosecution o f the ease, 
that his imprisonment will work a 
great hardship on his wife and will 
valise him gre,*it financial loss. 
Judge Blair took the m atter under 
advisem ent. 
John A. Tit aworth and 
Floyd Newby o f Knightstown argued 
the motion for a new trial and the 
S tate was represented by Will MT. 
Sparks, who assisted in the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The State made no objection t<* 
the filing o f the petitions asking judi­ 
cia l clemency. 
Hopkins has been detained in jail 
'lnee the end 
o f 
the 
trial. 
Even 
though a motion for a new trial has 
t*een filed he will have to remain in 
jail. 
In case of the motion Iwing 
.acted oil favorably to the defendant 
or in case ot an ap)teal to a higher 
court, he may la1 released 
on bond. 
The motion gives five reasons why 
ii new trial should Im* granted. 
The 
first one is that the court erred in 
refusing to read the first 
five in­ 
structions 
to 
the 
jury 
as 
re­ 
quested by the defendant's atorneys. 
The second reason 
is 
that 
the 
court erred in allow ing Jeff Hinnies to 
testify to a 
conversation 
between 
him self and Arthur Somers, iii which 
Somers gave his version o f the shoot­ 
ing as he saw it. 
The third reason is that new and 
material evidence bearing on the case 
has been found. 
It is alleged that 
Hopkins is o f unsound mind and is 
riot accountable for his acts at some 
lime. 
This allegation is supported 
by the affidavits o f Dr. John Si}** o f 
( ’arthage, who w as Hopkins’ p h y s i­ 
cian for fifteen years, Jesse Siler, T. 


Bt, Henley, Floyd Newby, 
John A. 
T itsw ortIi, William II. Sharer and K. 
E. Henley, all o f whom live in or 
near Carthage. 
It is stated that the 
new evidence was not discovered by 
the defendant’s attorneys until the 
day after Hopkins w as sentenced. 
In his affidavit Dr. .Sipe repeats the 
numerous accidents 
which 
Hopkins 
suffered during 
his 
life, 
as 
wore 
brought out in the 
evidence. 
Ile 
- fates that Hopkins had an attack 
o f brain fever when he w as fifteen 
years old which affected his 
men­ 
tality. 
He sw ears that Hopkins su f­ 
fered from hallucinations 
at 
times 
when he believes he is being persecu­ 
ted. or believes he is wealthy. 
The other men who made oaths as 
to his alleged insanity repeat about 
the same thing except that theirs is 
not a 
professional 
opinion. 
The fourth reason is that the ver­ 
dict o f the jury is contrary to the 
law and fifth is that the verdict is 
con trair to the evidence.

The days are getting shorter and 


shorter, but it will not be long until 
the shortest day will have passed. 
A fter December 22 the days, begin to 
grow longer, although it is a general 
saving that they begin to lengthen 
after the new? year begins. 
Spring, according to the alm anac, 
starts in March, when during the old 
days it w as still very cold. O f course, 
the weather has changed within the 
last two decades, but the principal is 


the same. 
In March we have what is 


known as the venial equinox. 


“Equinox'* comes from two Latin 
words, “equites,” meaning equal, and 
“nox.’? meaning night. 
Equal nights, 
or in other words, the night is the 
same length as the day. 
When summer is supposed to be­ 
gin. June 22, we have the longest day 
and the shortest night. 
When summer is ended. September 
21, we have the 
autumnal 
equinox. 
That is, the day and night are the 
sam e length as they were 
at 
the 
vernal equinox. 
It also means that 
autumn or fall begin, and that the 
ray® o f the sun are shining directly 
under the equator. 
At the winter solstice, 
December 
21. the day is the shortest in the year 
and the right is the longest.

How Two Bold Swindlers Gathered in 
About $25,000. 
New York, Dec. 19.—A clever check 
swindling scheme In which practically 
every one of the 360 odd saloon keep­ 
ers of Hoboken contributed nearly 
$15,000 to two men who posed as em­ 
ployes of the Delaware, Lackawanna

Indianapolis. Dec. 19.—Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Noel, who opened the 
argument for the government in the 
dynamiting cases brought out the 
fact that the condition of the iron 
workers* organization was precarious 
in 1906, when the alleged dynamite 
conspiracy was formed, and that mem­ 
bers of the organization were greatly 
divided as to the hest policy to he pur­ 
sued; that many wished to work with 
non-union men on non-union jobs, and 
that President Ryan always opposed 
any concession to independent eon 
tractors; that the dynamiting of tile 
work of such contractors was done in 
localities where “local option stmti- 
ment” was most pronounced. 
As un­ 
derstood by the witness, he said, local 
option meant the right of a local to 
decide whether it would work under 
an “unfair” contractor or not when its 
members were idle. Mr. Noel showed 
that such conditions obtained in New* 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland and 
other cities In wrhich explosions oc-j 
curred and showed a close relation be­ 
tween such explosions and the increas­ 
ing sentiment among the members of 
the union in favor of working under 
direction of the local instead of the 
international organization.

Attorneys For William Hopkins, Sen- 


tenced to Prison, File Motion 


For New Trial. 


AFFIDAVIT 
OF 
PHYSICIANS 


Four Petitions, Signed by Neighbors 


And Friends, Asks For Judi- 


cial Clemency. 


A motion for a new trial in the 


case of the State against William 
Hopkins of Center township, who on 
Thursday night, December 5, was 
found guilty by a jury in the cir- 
cuit court of shooting Lee Somers, a 
neighbor, with intent to kill and was 
sentenced to a prison term of two to 
fourteen years, was filed in court to- 
day and argued before Judge Blair. 


Along with the motion were four 


petitions, signed by at least a hun- 
dred and fifty or two hundred resi- 
dents of Knightstown, Carthage and 
the defendant's neighborhood,: which 
aaked for the clemency of the court. 
the petitions cite that on account of 
the age and physical condition of 
Hopkins he may die in prison, that he 
has already suffered much humilia- 
tion from the prosecution of the case, 
that his imprisonment will work a 
great hardship on his wife and will 
«'ause him great financial loss. 


Judge Blair took the matter under 


advisement. John A. Titsworth and 
Eloyd Newby of Knightstown argued 
the motion for a new trial and the 
State was represented by Will M. 
Sparks, who assisted in the prosecu- 
tion. The State made no objection to 
the filing of the petitions asking judi- 
cial clemency. 


Hopkins has been detained in jail 


since the end of the trial. Even 
1 hough a motion for a new trial has 
been filed he will have to remain in 
jail. 
In case of the motion being 


;icted on favorably to the defendant 
or in case of an appeal to a higher 
court, he may be released on bund. 


The motion gives five reasons why 


;i new trial should be granted. The 
first one is that the court erred in 
refusing to read the first five in- 
structions 
to the jury as re- 


quested by the defendant's atorncys. 


The second reason is that the 


court erred in allowing Jeff Rhodes to 
testify to a 
conversation between 


himself and Arthur Somers, in which 
Somers gave his version of the shoot- 
ing as he saw it. 


The third reason is that new and 


material evidence bearing on the case 
lias been found. It is alleged that 
Hopkins is of unsound mind and is 
not accountable for his acts at some 
time. 
This allegation is supported 


by the affidavits of Dr. John Sipe of 
Carthage, who was Hopkins' physi- 
cian for fifteen years, Jesse Siler, T. 
B. Henley, Floyd Newby, John A. 
Titsworth, William II. Sharer and R. 
E. Henley, all of whom live in or 
near Carthage. It is stated that the 
new evidence was not discovered by 
the defendant's attorneys until the 
day after Hopkins was sentenced. 


In his affidavit Dr. Sipe repeats the 


numerous accidents which Hopkins 
suffered during his life, as were 
brought 'out in the 
evidence. 
He 


states that Hopkins had an attack 
of brain fever when he was fifteen 
years old which affected bis men- 
tality. He swears that Hopkins suf- 
fered from hallucinations at 
times 


when he believes he is being persecu- 
ted, or believes he is wealthy 


The other men who made oaths as 


to his alleged insanity repeat about 
the same thing except that theirs is 
not a professional opinion. 


The fourth reason is that the ver- 


dict of .the jury is contrary to the 
law and flftt is that the verdict is 
contrary to the evidence.

crats. 


Dispatches from Washington say 


that the Republican members of the 
senate expected 
to .continue their 


fight today for an executive session 
for action on the scores of appoint- 
ments now pending. 


Republicans here argue that 
the 


local postmaster is entitled to re- 
appointment. They say that the post- 
office should go to the Republicans i£ 
precedents in such eases are to be 
followed. The Democrats will not be 
cheated in the long run on such a 
nyecedent, because 
the next term 


here would expire before Woodrow 
Wilson retires from the presidency, 
and he, acting under the same rule 
that has been in vogue, would have 
the right to expect the senate to con- 
firm his appointments, even though 
it were only a little over a 
month 


until he went out of office. 


On the basis of figures they have 


compiled from the records. Republi- 
can senate leaders assert that their 
Democratic colleagues are violating 


precedents in holding up the nom- 


inations of President Tal't. During 
tlic fiiuil session of the Arthur. Har- 
rison and the two Cleveland adminis- 
trations, they cite figures to show, 
the bulk of the nominations was given 
approval by the senate. 


"The figures show what the prece- 


dents in American history are." one 
senator says. "The Republicans are

have expired or which will become 
vacant before the Tat't administra- 
tion is ended." 


Senator Bristow of Kansas intro- 


duced a bill providing for a prefer- 
ence primary for the appointment of 
postmasters, which would affect the 
appointment of every postmaster in 
the United States who receives if300 
or more a year. The candidate re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes 
cast in the nominating district would 
be appointed by the postmaster gen- 
ei'al and would serve for a term of 
five years. Only after full hearing 
on written charges could a postmas- 
ter be removed and in such a con- 
tingency the postmaster would not 
be eligible for renomination. 


The bill provides that the nomin- 


ating election may be held at the 
time of the county, state, local or 
municipal election held next preced- 
ing the expiration of the term of the 
postmaster,-'at the discretion of the 
postmaster general.

The Lauudrymen's National Asso- 


ciation: of America, comprising 
the 


largest and best laundries of the Uni- 
ted States, has inaugurated a nation- 
wide campaign that has for its object 
the enactment of a federal law to 
make compulsory the correct labeling 
of fabrics. 


Conditions today are such that it 


is almost impossible to 
determine 


what is being purchased. 


Cottons are sold for linens, mer- 


cerized cottons are marked silk, 
woolen fabrics consist principally of 
cotton and much of the so-called 
"pure silk" weighted with zinc, tin, 
lead and other metals. 


It seems to be the theory that if 


these products look "pretty" and 
all right and will sell, there is noth- 
ing else to be considered. The ques- 
tion of how they will wear, and 
whether they can be laundried, with- 
out fading, shrinking or stretching, 
is not considered. 


The laundryman should not 
be 


blamed when he has done his best, 
but still is unable to return garments 
satisfactory. It should be remem- 
bered that the fabrics 
may have 


been doctored before they were ever 
put upon the market. 


The law punishes the man who is 


found guilty of stealing five cents, 
but the man who commits fraud up- 
on innocent purchasers, a thousand 
times worse crime than the theft of 
money, goes scat free. 
There is a 


"pure food law" and the same gen- 
eral principles that apply to 
foods 


and drugs should be extended to 
take in fabrics as well. 


It is quite as important that the 


housewife 
should be 
guaranteed 


linen, when she pays for it, and not 
cotten. as that she gets honey and 
not glucose. 
Cotton as well as all 


other textile fabrics is more than 50 
per cent, below par. Short staples 
are used in weaving as well as over- 
loading of sizing to give weight and 
body.

The days are getting shorter and 


shorter, but it will not be long until 
the shortest day will have passed. 
After December 22 the days, begin to 
grow longer, although it is a general 
saying that they begin to lengthen 
after the new year begins.

Thoy Were Stolen From S, 0. 


Files Says Foraker. 


UNFAITHFUL SERVANTS' WORK 


Before Senate Committee Investigat- 


ing Campaign Fund Contributions, 
Former Senator From Ohio, Defend- 
ing Himself Against Hearst's 'At- 
tacks, Details Results of a Little Pri- 
vate Detective Work. 


Washington. Dec. 19.—Before 
the 


senate committee investigating cam- 
paign funds, Joseph B. Foraker, form- 
er senator from Ohio, spraag a sensa- 
tion when he laid before the com- 
mittee information which he believes 
will lead to a complete disclosure of 
all the details of a conspiracy by which 
the Archbold letters, which have been 
gi-vin such wide publicity by William 
R. Hearst, were abstracted from the 
flies in John D..Archbold's office and' 
sold to men who represented them-' 
selves to be the agents of William R. 
Hearst. 
v 


Mr. Foraker's disclosure came at the 


end of a twp^ hours' hearing in which 
he had patiently gone over all the 
charges made against him by Hearst 
in connection with his relations as at- 
torney for the Standard Oil company 
in Ohio and in which he had explained 
the letters that had been published 
and which purported to have passed 
between him and John D. Archbold, as 
having had reference sclely to his em- 
ployment in the litigation and reorgan- 
ization of the Standard Oil company, 
and as having had no, reference what- 
ever to any relation that he may have 
sustained to any pending legislation. 


The former senator from Ohio pre- 


sented his information In the form of 
a. statement 
prepared 
by Gilchrist 


Stewart, who, Mr. Foraker testified, 
resides in New York city. Mr. For- 
aker explained that Stewart had been 
working on the case for him for sev- 
eral months. Stewart's statement, so 
Mr. Foraker said, was based on ad- 
missions made by one of the parties 
to the scheme. It alleges that W. \V. 
Winkfield, now of Chicago, and Charles 
Stompf, former file clerks in Archbold's 
office, first conceived the plan of ab- 
stractins the letters from the files in 
Mr. Archbold's office and selling them 
to 'the newspapers. Wtnkfield is said 
to be .1 stepson of Mr. Archljold's col- 
ored Imtlcr. who has long been a 
trusted employe. After trying to dis- 
pose, of the letters to various Nevr 
York newspapers, the men are alleged 
finally to have written a letter to Wil- 
liam R. Hearst offering to dispose of 
the letters and signing the fictitious 
name of Charles Strong. This result- 
ed in a meeting at a low saloon in 
New York, a negro dive, where nego- 
tiations were carried on with certain 
men who claimed 
to represent Mr. 


Hearst. At first, according to the al- 
leged remarks made by one of the con- 
spirators, the men who represented 
themselves as Mr. Hearst's agents 
wanted to accept the'letters without 
any financial consideration, assuring 
the would-be purveyors that they were 
doing a great work for humanity. 
When cash was demanded the alleged 
agents of Mr. Hearst said that the out- 
put was not worth over $200. Finally 
the first batch of letters was sold at 
nn agreed price of $5.000. Later, ac- 
cording to the stpry, other sales were 
negotiated and a considerably larger 
sum of money was paid before the deal 
was closed. 


Mr. Foraker furnished the commit- 


tee with the statement made to him 
by Gilchrist Stewart, the man whom 
he employed. Mr. Fcraker read from 
this statement, occasionally interject- 
ing a few remarks of his own, and con- 
cluded by saying: 


"Now. gentlemen, I do not know 


whether there is a word of truth in 
that, but Gilchrist Stewart, a negro, 
who first brought this matter to my 
attention, went to see this young man, 
who is now in Chicago, and as a report 
of his conversation with him gave me 
what I made a memorandum of and 
have just read. It is a matter of im- 
portance to me. and while I dislike to 
mention anybody in connection with a 
disagreeable matter, it seemed that it 
was my tlu'y to come here and tell not 
only my ( wn story about the letters, 
but alro to rive to the committee this 


'. particularly after Mr. 
iifiod that he did not Know 
' ell about it and did not 
!'•:: t!icr;e letters were pho- 
fliat lie took them from a 


man in Irs employment without ever 
asking him who the'1 photographer was 
or how he got them, or anything else 
—a preposterous story. I want it un- 
derstood that I do not vouch for this, 
but Mr. Stewart can \>e called and he 
can testify whether or not this Is cor- 
rect."

conspiracy was formed, and that mem- 
bers of the organization were greatly 
divided as to the best policy to be pur- 
sued; that many wished to work with 
non-union men on non-union jobs, and 
that President Ryan always opposed 
any concession to Independent con 
tractors; that the dynamiting of the 
work of such contractors was done in 
localities where "local option senti- 
ment" was most pronounced. As un- 
derstood by the witness, he said, local 
option meant the right of a local to 
decide whether it would work under 
an "unfair" contractor or not when its 
members were idle. Mr. Noel showed 
that such conditions obtained in New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland and 
other cities in which explosions oc- 
curred and showed a close relation be- 
tween such explosions and the increas- 
ing sentiment among the members of 
the union in favor of working under 
direction of the local instead of the 
international organization.
